The air of 
irresponsibility which is one of 
his favourite poses tends to mask 
the real seriousness his 
utterances on. political topics but 
any one who,penetrates below 
their wrapping of homour and 
satire will discover ideas that 
willbear a great deal of thinking 
over. ~ 
Foreign affairs bave long at- 
racted Mr-Shaw's attention, anc 
astudy of his attitude to them 
will confirm the judgmentthat ais 
mind is unusually practical. One 
recalls the suggestion he offered 
in a daily paper, not long before 
the war. for a Solution of the 
Franco-German difficulty. He 


. forged that forthe sake of averting 


war England should. as the 
older of the balance of power, 
reinforce her army and declare, 
officially and unequivocally, that 
if Germany attacked France, Eng- 
land-would throw in her sword 
on the side of France, balancing 
this threst by the counter- 
assurance that, if Germany were 
attacked by Russia or France o7 
both, she would defend Germany.

The stone 
for our’.own Cement Works is 
brought into Canton by rail and 
then carried on to Hongkong by 
boat—a slow and expensiva 
method. How much bener would 


‘lit be if it ‘could be brought in 


trucks direct from tho quarry and 
landed at the works? Our local 
Government would be well 
‘justified in urgently memorialis- 
ing the Canton officialsto remedy 
what is a seridus defect in the 
railways system. [tc is only three 
miles of track. 


IRELAND AGAIN. 

After a silence of several days 
Raster gave us some further 
meagre. bits- of news regarding 
the position in Ireland. and it 
taust have been clear to the most 
untiotelligent that chere was more 
unsaid than said. What Hong- 
‘kong is learning of the true Irish 
position is pr actically nothing. 
Weare tld that “all possible 
precautions have heen taken tu 
prevent disorders in Ireland on 
Orange Day” and we also lezrn 
that the main reads to “Dublin 
have been barricaded with barbed 
wire. But. sorely, thatstrikes an 
almost ludicrous note beside 
the news that the Cork Harboor 
Commissioners are flying the 
Sinn Fein tri-colour at its mast- 
heads and on Queenstown Ad- 
miralty pier and that the Doblin 
County Council, with only one 
dissentient, has openly defied the 
Government by resolving not to 
permit the examination of tbe 
Council's books by Goseroment 
agents or to furnish any informa-. 
tion For taxation purposes. The 
last two. items of news reflect 
that behind this Sian Fein move- 
ment is a public force that makes 
barbed wire and “all possible 
precautions” appear the ctmost 
Timit of ineffectual tinkering. And 
then Mr. Banar- Law tells the 
world in a speech in the House 
of Commons that whilst the 
Government proposed to proceed 
with the Government of Ireland 
Bill they had most reluctantly 
come to the. conclusion that it 
would be impossible to carry it 
before the adjournment. In some 
matters tha Home Government 
is the most tantalising institution 
in the world ; ;_in connection witb 
Ireland and Hote Rute it must 
sometimes try to. anney.. The 
news to hand means that nothing 
is to be done to get Ereland out of 
this muddle and bloodshed beyond 
a continuance of the present irk- 
some armed oce ion ont of 
which will. surely come fur- 
ther , regrettable : ‘jncidents.
